That thofe, my Lords, who have ex- 
prefled in Terms fo full of Indignation 
their Refentment of the imaginary Ne- 
gleét of the Queen of Hungruland’s In- 
tereft, have declared the Houfe of 4u- 
rita the only Bulwark of Degulia ; 
and exprefled their dread of the En- 
croachments of Blefu/cu, with Emotions 
which nothing. but real Paffion can D 
produce, fhould be unwilling to 
alert their Refolution of adhering to 
the. Pragmatic San@ion, and of de- 
fending the Liberties of the Empire, 
cannot be fuppofed. 

And yet, my Lords, what other ¢ 
Reafons of their Conduét can be af- 
figned either by the Emperor, or the 
People, or the Allies of Lilliput ; thofe 
Allies whofe Claim they fo warmly af- 
fert, and whofe Merits they fo loudly 
extol ? Will it not be imagined in fo- 
reign Courts, that the Meafures now F 
ecommended by the Emperor are 
thought not confiftent with the Intereft 
of the Nation? Will it not be readily 
believed, that we propofe to abandon 
thofe Defigns of which we can not be 
perfuaded to declare our Approbation? 

What will be the Confequence of 
fach an Opinion artfully propagated 
by Blefufcu, and confirmed by Appear- 
ances fo likely to deceive, may eafily 
be forefeen and fafely predicted. The 
Blefaludians will profecute their 
Schemes with frefh Ardour, when they 
dread no longer any Interruption from 
the onl; Nation able to refift them ; and 
it's weli known, my Lords, how often 
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Confidence by exciting Courage pro- 
duces Succefs. 

Nor indeed can the Succefs of their 
Endeavours thus animated and quicken- 
ed be:eafily doubted, fince the fameAp- 
pearances that encourage them will 
intimidate their Enemies. Our Allies « 
will then think no longer of Union 
againft the general Enemy ; they 
muft imagine their united Force infuf- 
ficient, and the only Emulation a- 
mongft them will quickly be, which 
fhall firft. offer his Liberty toSale, who 
fhall firft pay his Court to the Matters 
of the World, and merit Mercy by a

Intereft of the Nation, whether the . 


Laws have been violated or obferved, 
the War timoroufly or magnanimoufly 
conduéted, or our Negotiations ma- 
naged withDexterity or Weaknefs, but 
Whether we fhall offer to his Majeity 
the Addrefs propofed. 

In this Addref:, my Lords, it has 
never yet been proved that any Affer- 
tions are contained either falfe, or un- 
Certain in themfelves, or contrary to 
the Dignity of this Aflembly, that any 
Act cf Cowardice or Treachery, any 
Crime, or any Error will be fecured 
by it from Detection and from Punifh- 
ment.

ferve Peace; fuch an Equality of 

Strength between one Prince, or one 

Confederacy, and another, that the 

” Hazard of War fhall be nearly equal 
on each Side? But which of your 
Lordfhips will affirm that this is now 
the State of Degulia ? 

It is evident, my Lords, that the 
Bletufeudians are far from imagining 

E thac there is now any Power whichcan 
be put in the Balance againit their 
own, and therefore diftribute King- 
doms by Caprice, and exalt Emperors 
upon their own Terms. 

It is evident that the Continuance of 
the Balance of Power is not now 0 
be perceived by its natural Con/equences 
Tranquilli:y and Liberty ; the whole 
Continent is now in Confufion, laid 
waite by the Ravages of Armies, fub: 
ject to one Sovereign to Day and t0- 
morrow to another; there is fcarcely 
any Place where the Calamities of War 

are not felt or expected, and where 
Property by Confequence is not uncet 
tain, and Life itielf in continu 
Danger. 

One happy Corner of the World 

H indeed is to be found, my Lords, fe- 
cured from Rapine and Maffacre, for 


one Year at leaft, by a well-timed 
Neutralit¥, 
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Neatrality, of which, on what Terms 
it was obtained, I would gladly hear, 
and whether it was purchafed at the 
Expence of the Honour of Li/éput, 
though the Advantages of it are con- 
fned to Hanevro. 

But as I am not of Opinion, my 
Lords, that the Balance of Power is 
preferved by the Security of Hanevro, 
or that thofe Territcries, however -im- 
portant, will be able to furnifh Forces 
equivalent to the Power of Blefufcu, 
I cannot agree to promife in an Addrefs 
of this Houfe to affift his Majefty in 
maintaining the Balance of Power, 
though I fhall chearfully give my Con- 
currence in every juft and vigorous Ef- 
fort to reftore it. 

But as it may be urged that any 
dire@t Expreffions of Diicontent may 
be too wide a Deviation from the com- 
mon Forms, which for a long Time 
have admitted nothing but Submiffion 
and Adulation, I fhall only venture to 
propofe that we may at leaft contract 
our Addrefs, that if we do not in plain 
Language declare al! ourSentiments, we 
may however affirm nothing that we 
do not think ; and I am confident that 
all the Praifes which can be juftly 
beftowed on the late Meafures, may 
be comprifed in a very few Words. 

It has been infinuated that this 
Change of our Stile may perhaps fur- 
prife his Majefty, and raife in him 
fome Sufpicions of Difcontent and Dif- 
approbation, that it may incline him 
to believe his Meafures, either not un- 
derftood by us, or not applauded, and 
divert him from his prefent Schemes 
by the Neceffity of an Enquiry into 
the Reafons of our Diflike. 

And for what otherPurpofe,my Lords, 
hhould fuch a Change of our Stile be 
Propofed? Why fhould we deny on this 
Occafion the encomiaftick Language 
which has been of late fo profufely be- 
ftowed, but to fhow that we think this 
Time too dangerous for Flattery, and 
the Meafures now perfued fuch as 
hone but the moft abjeét Flatterers can 
commend ?

HO’ I am far from intending 

to reprefs by fophiftical Cavils, 
or trifling Objeétions, the Zeal which 
the honourableGentleman who propoled 
the Addrefs has fhewn for promoting 
the publick Bufinefs, yet, as it is very 
inconfiftent with the Duty of a Senator 
to prefer Civility to Truth, and to {a- 
crifice to Ceremony or Complai‘ance 
the Intereft of his Country, I think it 
neceflary to declare my Opinion, that 
though the Addrefs propofed may ad- 
mit of many Amendments, which I

This, Sir, is the Happinefs of the 
Emperor of Li/iiput beyond other 
Monarchs, an Advantage by which he 
may te always enabled to contemplate 
the happy and flourifhing State of his 
Subjects, and to receive the Bleffings 
and Acclamations of Millions that owe 
to his Care their Wealth and their Se- 
curity. 

Of this Advantage he cannot be 
deprived but by the Cowardice, or the 
Treachery of thofe Men who are de- 
legated by the People, as the Guardi- 
ans of their Liberties; and furely 
requires no uncommon Penetration to 
difcover that no A¢t of Treafon can 
be equal in Malignity to that Pe: 
which deprives the King of the : 
tions of his Subjecis, by concealing 
from him their Sentiments and Petit:- 
ons. He that makes his Monarch 
hated mu{t undoubtedly make him urn- 
happy; and he that deftroys his Hap- 
pinefs might more innocently take 
way his Life. 

To exempt myfelf therefore from 
fuch Guilt, to difcharge the Truft con- 
ferred on tne by my Country, and to 
perform the Duty which I owe to my 
King, I ftand up to fecond this Motion.

Sit is not eafy to remember al! 
the Parts of an Addrefs by only 


once hearing it, and hearing it ina 
Form different from that in which it 
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is to be prefented, I think it neceflary 
to a more accurate Confideration 
of it, that it fhould be read diftin@ly 
to the Houfe. We may otherwife 
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equality of Forces ? Have we deftroy: 
ed the Fleets of our Enemies, fired 
their Towns, and laid their Fortreffes 
in Ruins? Have we conquered their

only our own Forgetfulnefs gives Oc- 
cafion, we may raife Objections without 
Reafon, and. propofe Amendments 
where there is no Defeét. 


The Addrefs was accordingly read, and 
the Urg; Gybnob proceeded. 


Having now heard the Addrefs, I 
find by Experience the Propriety of 
my Propofal, having remarked a 
Claufe, which, in my Opinion, is ne-

Merchant; ? Are their Ambafladon 
now foliciting Peace at the Court of 
Lilliput, or applying to the neighbour.

Iam afraid that the Effeéts of ou 
Preparations, however formidable, ar 
very different ; they have only railed 
Difcontent among our Countrymen, 


ceflarily to be amended, and which IC and Contempt among our Enemia, 


had not obferved when it was repeated 
before. 

It is well known, that the Speeches 
from the Throne, though pronounced 
by the King, are always confider’d as 
the Compofitions of-the Miniftry, up- 
on whom apy falfe Affertions would 
be charged, as the Informers and 
Counfellors of the Crown. 

Tt is well known, likewife, that 
whenever this Houfe returns Thanks 
to the King for any Meafures that 


We have fhewn that we are ftron 
indeed, but that our Force is made in. 
effe€tual by our Cowardice ; that when} 
we threaten moft loudly, we perform f 
nothing ; that we draw ourSwords but f 
to brandifh them, and only wait a 
Opportunity to fheath them in fuch a 
Manner, as not plainly to confefs that } 
we dare not ftrike.

muft naturally produce, it will appear

What are the Events which are to 
be recorded in an impartial Account of 
this War; a War provoked by fo 
long a Train of Infults ani Injuries, 
and carried on with fo apparent an In- 


mies, and difpirit our Fellow-fabjeds. 
It will be imagined that the Jberian 


are a powerful Nation, which it wa) 
the higheft Degree of Temerity to at-ff 


cack, a Nation by whom it is Honouw 


fufficient not to be overcome, and} 
from whom we cannot be defended} 
without the moft vigilant Caution,)7 


and the moft extenfive Knowledge 
both of Politics and War. 


It will readily be perceived by the. 
proud Jéerians, that it is only necel-) 
much Solemnity returned, but Defeats, © fary to profecute their Views a little) 
longer, to intimidate us with new De-/ 
mands, and amufe us with new Pre- | 


parations; and that we, who are al- 
ready fatisfy’d with our Succefs, thall 
foon be weary of a War from which 
it is plain that we never expected any 
Advantage, and therefore fhall in a 
fhort Time willingly receive fugh 
.Tetms as our Conquerors will grant .

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Tt is always to be remembered how 
gouch al] human Affairs depend upon 
Opinion, how often Reputation fup- 

lies the Want of real Power, by ma- 
king thofe afraid who cannot be hurt, 
and by producing Confidence where 
there is né Superiority. ‘The Opinion 
of which the Senate ought to endeavour 
the Promotions ig Confidence in their 
SteadinefS, Honefty, and Wifdom, 
Confidence Which will not be much ad- 
vanced by an Addrefs of Thanks for 
the Conduét of the Waragainft Jberia. 

How juftly may it be asked, when 
this Addrefs is fpread over the World, 
what were the Views with which the 
Senate of Lil/Zput petitioned their So- 
vereign to declare War againft Iberia? 

If their Defign was, as the’ then 
aflerted, to procure Security fur the 
Commerce of Columbia, and Repara- 
tion for the Injuries which their Mer- 
chants had received, by what Fluctu- 
ation of Counfels, by what Prevalence of 
new Opinions have they now abandoned py 
it? For that they have no longer the 
fame Intentions, that they now no more 
either propofe Security, or demand 
Recompence, is evident, fince though 
they have obtained neither,yet are they 
thankful for the Condué of the War. 

To what can this apparent Inftabili- © 
ty be imputed, but to the Wanteither of 
Wifdom to balance their own Power 
with that of their Enemies, and dif- 
cern the true Intereft of their Coun- 
try, or toa mean Compliance with the 
Clamours of the People, to whom 7 
they durft not refufe the Appearance 
of a War, though they hai no Ex- 
peCtation of Honour or Succefs? 

But in far, other Terms, Sir, will 
the Iberians {peak of the Addrefs 
which is now propofed. ** Behold, fay 
our boafting Enemies, the Spirit and 
Wifdom of. that Affembly, whofe 
Counfels hold the Continent in Suf- 
Pence, and whofe Determinations 
change the Fate of Kingdoms, whofe 
Vote transfers Sovereignty, covers the 
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amufed with idle Preparations, levying 
Money for Mockeries of War, and 
returning Thanks for the Pleafure of 
the Show. Behold them looking 
with wonderful Tranquillity on the 
Lofs of a great Number of their Ships, 
which have been feized upon their own 
Coafts by our Privateers, and congra- 
tulating themfelves and their Mo- 
narch, that any have been preferv’d, 
How great would have been the 
Exultation, and how loud the Ap- 
plaufes, had they fucceeded in any of 
their Defigns ; had they obftru&ted the 
Departure of our Fleets, or hindered 
our Defcent upon the Dominions of 
the Queen of Hungruland; had they 
confined our Privateers in our Har- 
bours, defeated any of our Troops, or 
Over-run any of our Colonies? In what 
Terms would they have exprefled 
their Gratitude for Viétory, who are 
thus thankful for Difappointments and 
Difgrace ?” 

Such, Sir, muft be the Remarks of 
our Enemies upon an Addrefs like 
that which is now propofed, Remarks 
which we and our Allies mutt be con- 
demned to hear without attempting a 
Reply. For what can be urged to ex- 
tenuate the Ridicule of turning 
thanks where we ought either toexpre{s 
Refentment, offer Confolations, and 
progofe the Means of better Succefs, 
or cover our Grief and Shame with 
perpetual Silence? 

When it fhall be told in Foreign 
Nations, that the Senate of Liliiput 
had returned Thanks for the Efcape 
of the lberians from Ferlor, their un- 
interrupted Expedition to li/afu, the 
Embarrafiment of their ownT rade, the 
Captivity of their Sailors, and the De- 
ftru€tion of their Troops, What can 
they conclude but that the Senzte of 
Lilliput is a Collefion of Madmen, 
whom Madmen have deputed to tranf- 
f{aét the publick Affairs? And what 
muft be the Influence of fuch a People 
and fuch a Senate, will be eafiiy con-

ration of diftant Wars, and fixes the 
Balance of the World: Behold them 
(September 1742.) 
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If f have given Way, Sir, in thefe 
Obfervations, to any wanten Hyper- 
Nora bole, 
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bole, or exaggerated Affertions, they 
will, I hope, be pardoned by thofe 
who fhall refle&t upon the real Abfur- 
dity of the Propofal which I am en- 
deavouring to fhew in its true State, 
and by all who fhall confider that 
to return Thanks for the Manage- 
ment of the War, is to return Thanks 
for the Carnage of Carthanega, for the 
Ruin of our Merchants, for the Lofs 
of our Reputation, and for the Exal- 
tation of the Family of Buorbon. 

I hope no Man will be fo unjuft, 
or can be fo ignorant, as to infinuate 
or believe, that I impute any Part of 
our Mifcarriages to the perfonal Con- 
du& of his Majefty, or that I think 
his Majefty’s Concern for the Profpe 
rity of his Peop'e unworthy of the 
warmeft and fincereft Gratitude. If 
the Addrefs were confined to the In- 
fpeftion of our Sovereign alone, I 
fhould be very far from cenfuring or 
ridiculing it; for his Majetty has not 
the Event of War in his Power, nor 
can confer upon his Minifters or Ge- 
nerals that Knowledge which they have 
negle€ted to acquire, or that Capaci- 
ty which Nature has denied them, 
He may perform more than we have a 
Right to expect, and yet be unfuc. 
cefsful, he may deferve the utmoft 
Gratitude, even when, by the Mif- 
condu&t of his Servants, the Nation is 
diftreffed. 

But, Sir,in drawing up an Addrefs 
we fhould remember that we are de- 
claring our Sentiments not only to his 
Majeity, but to all Degulia, to our 
Allies, our Enemies, and our Pofte- 
rity 5 that this Addrefs will be under- 
ftood, like all others ; that Thanks of- 
fered in this Manner, by Cuftom, fig- 
nify Approbation, and that therefore we

and that, therefore, fome Lofles may 
be fuffered, and fome Defeats re- 
ceived, though not only his Majefly 
gave the wileit Dire€tion, but his Of- 
ficers executed them with the utmof 
Diligence and Fidelity ; how will it 
appear from our i! Succefs, that our 
Sovereign does not deferve our Grati- 
tude? And if it fhall appear to us 
that our Thanks are merited, who 
fhall reftrain us from offering them in 
the moft publick and folemn Manner ?

SIR, 

T is no wonder that the Right hon, 

Gentleman willing!y confents to the 
Omiffion of this Claufe, which could 
be inferted for no other Purpofe than “ 
that he might facrifice it to the Re- 
featment which it muft naturally pro- 
duce, and by an Appearance of Mo- 
defty and Compliance pals eafily thro’ 
the firt Day, and obviate any fevere 
Enquiries that might be defigned. 

He is too well acquainted with the 
Opinion of many whom the Nation 
has chofen to reprefent them, and with 
the univerfal Ciamours of the People, 
too accurately informed of the State of 
our Enemies, and too confcious how 
much his fecret Machinations have 
hindered our Succefs, toexpe& or hope 
that we fhould meet here to retura 
Thanks for the Management of the 
War; of a War ia which nothing has 
been attempted hy his Direétion that 
was likely to fucceed, and in which 4 
no Advantage has been gained, but 
by acting without Orders and againit 


his Hopes. 
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That I do not charge him, Sir, with- 
out Reafon, or invent Accufations only 
to obitruét his Meafures, or to gratify 
my own Refentment, that I do not 
eagerly catch flying Calumnies, pro- 
long the Date of cafual Reproaches, 
encourage the Malignity of the Envi- 
ous, or adopt the Sulpicions of the 
Melancholy ; that I do not impofe up- 
on myfelf by a warm Imagination, 
and endeavour to communicate to others 
Impreffions which I have only received 
my ‘elf from Prejudice and Malignity, . 
wil be proved froma Review of his 
Conduét fince the Beginning of our Dif- 
pute with Zberia, in which it will be 
tound that he bas been guilty not of 
fingle Errors, but of deliberate Trea- 
chery ; that he has always co-operated 
with our Enemies, and facrificed to his 
private Intereft the Happinefs and the 
Honour of the Lil//iputian Nation.

But theirWit was not more fuccefsful 


op this than on other Occafions, their 
Imaginations were foon exhaufted, and 
they found as at other Times, that they 
muit have recourfe to new Expedients. 
The firft Artifice of fhallowCourtiers is 
to elude withPromifes thofe Complaints 
which they cannot confute, a Prattice 
that requires no Underftanding or 
Knowledge, and therefore has been 
generally followed by the Adminiftra- 
tion. This Artifice they quickly made 
ufe of when they found that neither 
the Merchants nor the Nation were to 
be filenced by an Affeétation of Negli- 
gence, or the Sallies of Mirth; that it 
was no longer fafe to jeft upon the Mi- 
feries of their Countrymen, the De- 
ftruction of our Trade, and the Vio- 
Jation of our Rights, they condefcended 
therefore to fome Appearances of Com- 
paflion,and promifed to exertall their!n- 
fluenceto procure Redrefs and Security. 

That they might not appear, Sir, to 
have made this Promife only to free 
themfelves from prefent Importunity, 
they fet Negotiations on foot,difpatched 
Memorials, Remonftrances, Propofiti- 
ons, and Computations, and ‘with an 
Air of Gravity and Importance, af- 
fembled at proper Times to perafe the 
Intelligence which they received, and 
to concert new Inftruétions for their 
Minifters. 

While this Farce was aéted, Sir, in- 
numerable Artifices were made ule of 
to reconcile the Nation toSefpenfe and 
Delay. Sometimes the Diftance of the 
fberian Dominions in €ohimbia re- 
tarded the Decifion of our’ Claims, 
fometimes the dilatory Difpofition of 
the fber:ans, and the eftzbiifhed Me- 
thods of their Courts, made it impoili- 
ble to procure a more fpeedy Determi- 
nation. Sometimes Orders were dif. 
patched to Columbia m favour of our 


Trade, and fometimes thofe Orders H 


were negle&ted by the Captains of the 
Iberian Ships, and the Governors of 
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their Provinces; and when it was en- 
quired why thofe Captains and Go- 
vernors were not punifhed or recalled, 
we were treated with Contempt for 
not knowing what had been fo lately 
told us of the dilatory Proceedings of 
the [berian Courts. 

In the mean Time our Merchants 
were plundered and our Sailors thrown 
into Dungeons, our Flag was infult- 
ed and our Navigation reftrained, by 
Men acting under the Commiffion of 
the King of Iberia; we perceived no 
Effect of our Negotiations but the Ex- 
pence, and our Enemies not only in- 
fitted on their former Claims, but pro- 
fecuted them with the utmoft Rigour, 
Infolence, and Cruelty. 

It mult indeed, Sir, be urged in fa- 
vour of our Minifter that he did not 
refafe any A& of Submiffion, or omit 
any Method of Supplication by which 
he might hope to foften the Jéerians; 
he folicited their Favour at their own 
Court, he fent Commiffaries into 
their Country, he affifted them in 
taking Poffeflion of Dominions, to 
which neither we nor they have prov- 
ed a Right, and he employed the 
Navies of Lilliput to tranfport into 
Itlaku the Prince on whom the new 


= ereéted Kingdom was to be conferred. 


Well might he expect that the 
Fherians would be foftened by fo much 
Kindnefs and Forbearance, and that 
Gratitude would at length induce them 
to fpare thofe whom no Injuries or 


’ Contempt had been able to alienate 


from them, and to allow thofe a free 
Courfe throvgh the Seas of Columbia, 
to whom they had been indebted for 
an uninterrupted Pafiage to the Poffef- 
fion of a Kingdom.

; when he was obliged to make’ War 


upon them, he was fo tender of § 
their Intereit, that the Li/liputian Ad- 
miral was fent out with Orders rather J 
to deftroy ‘his own Fleet than ‘the Gal- | 
leons, which in Appearance he was § 
fent to take, and to perifh by the In- 
clemency of the Climate rather than jf 
enter the Jderian Ports, terrify their J 
Colonies, or plunder their T'owns.

But to little Purpofe, Sir, did our 
Minifter implore the Compaflion of 
the Jberians, and reprefent the Benefits

all his Art found himfelf unable any © 
longer to elude a Determination of 
this Affair. Thofe whom he had hi- 


| therto perfuaded that he had failed 


merely for want of Abilities began 


| now to fufpeét that he had no Delire 


of better Succefs, and thofe who had 
hitherto chearfully merited their Pen 


ftons by an unfhaken Adherence to all 


his Meafures, who had extolled his 
Wifdom, and his Integrity with all 
the Confidence of Security, began now 
to be fhaken by the Univerfaliiy of the 
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Interval of Quiet in which his Agents 
might be employed to difleminate fome 
new Falfhood, bribe to his Party (ome 
new Vindicators, or lull the People 
with the Opiate of another Expedi- 
ent, with an Account of Conceffions 
from the Court of Jderia, or a Congrefs 
to compute the Lofles, and adjuft the 
Claims of our Merchants? = 

Something was neceflarily to be at- 
tempted, and Orders were therefore 
difpatch’d by our Minifter, to his 
Slave at the Court of /eria, to pro- 
cure fomeStipulations that might have, 
at leaft, the Appearance of a Step to- 
wards the Conclufion of the Debate. 
His Agent obey’d him with his ufual 
Alacrity and Addrefs, and in Time 
fent him, for the SatisfaGtion of the 
Lilliputian People, the celebrated Con-' 
vention. 

The Convention, Sir, has been fo 
lately difcufied, is fo particularly re- 
membered,and founiverfally condemn- 
ed, that it would be an unjuftifiable 
Prodigality of Time to expatiate upon it. 
There were but few in the laft Senate, 
and I hope there are none in this, who 
did not fee the Meannefs of fuffering 
inconteftable Claims to be difputed by 
Commiffaries, the Injuftice of the 
Demand which was made upon the 
Pacific Company, and the contemptu- 
ous Infolence of amufing us with the 
Shadow of a Stipulation, which was 
to vanifh into nothing, unlefs we pur- 
chafed a Ratification of it, by. paying 
what we did not owe. 

The Convention therefore, Sir, was 
fo far from pacifying, that it only ex- 
afperated the Nation, and took from 
our Minifter the Power of a€ting any 
longer openly in Favour of the /beri- 
ans; of whom it muft be confeffed,

Perfidy brought upon them. They 
were afraid any longer to affert what 
they neither believed themfelves, nor 
could perfuade o:hers to admit. The 
moft Indolent were alarmed, the mott 
obilinate convinced, and the moft Pro- 
fligate afhamed. 

What now. could be done, Sir, to 
gain 4 few Months, to fecure a thor 


by their Pride, and that, for the Sake 
of fhowing to all the Powers of Degu- 
lia the Dependence in which they held 
the Court of Lisliput, they took from 
their Friends the Power of ferving them 
any longer, and made it unfafe for 
them to pay that Submiflion to which 
they were inclined. 

‘Lhe Jécrians did not ‘ufficiently dif 
tinguith 





finguifh between the Nation and the 
Miniftry of Lilliput, nor fufpeéted that 
their Interefts, Inclinations, and Opi- 
nions were dire&tly oppofite, and that 
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Wars againft them, our chief Advan. 
tages had been gained by the Boldnes 
and Subtilty of private Adventurers, 
who by hovering over their Coafts in 


thofe who were catrefled, feared, and A {mall Veffels, without raifing the A. 


reverenced by the Miniftry, were by 
the People hated, defpifed, and ridi- 
culed. 

Ry enflaving our Miniftry, they 
weakly imagined that they had con- 
quer’d our Nation; nor perhaps, Sir, 
would they quickly have difcovered 
their Miftlake, had they uled their 
Vietory with greater Moderation, can- 
defcended to gavern their new Pro- 
vince with leis Rigour, and fent us 
Laws in any other Form than that of 
the Convention. 

But the Security which Succefs ex- 
cites, produced in them the fame 
Effe&ts as it has often done in others, 
and deftroy’d in fome Degree the Ad- 
vantages of the Conqueft by which it 
was infpired. ‘The laft Proof of their 


Contempt of our Sovereign and our D 


Nation, was too flagrant ¢o be palli- 
ated, and too publick not to be refent- 
ed. The Cries of the Nation were re- 
doubled, the Solicitations of the Mer- 
chants renewed, the Abfurdity of our 
paft Conduct expofed, the Meannefs 
of ovr Forbearance reproached, and 
the Neceffity of more vigorous Mea- 
fures evidently proved. 

The Friends of Iberia difcover- 
ed, Sir, at length, that War was 
neceflarily to be proclaimed, and that 
it would be no longer their Intereft 
to act in open Oppcfition to Juttice, 
and Reafon, to the Policy of all Ages, 
and Remonftrances of the wholeiN ation. 

The Minifler therefore, after long 
Delays, after having run round the 
Circle of ell his Artifices, and endea- 
vouring to intimidate the Nation by 
falic Reprefentations of the Power of 
our Pnemies, and the Danger of an 
Invafion from them, at length fuffered 
War to be proclaimed, tho’ not till 


he. had taken all Precautions that | 


might difappoint us of Succefs. 

He knew that the State of the Ide- 
rian Dominions expofed them in a 
particular Manner to fudden Incurlions 
by ‘mall Parties, and that in former 


larms which the Sight of a rayal Navy 
neceflarily produces, had difcovered 
Opportunities of landing unexpeétedly, 
and entering their Towns by Surprize, 
of plundering their wealthy Ships, or 
enriching themfelves by Ranfoms and 
B Compofitions; he knew that inconfider. 
able Bodies of Men, incited by private 
Advantage, feleted with Care for par- 
ticular Expeditions, inftruéted by {e- 
cret Intelligence, and conceal’d by 
the Smallnets of theit Numbers, had 
found Means to march up into the 
Country thro’ Ways which would ne. 
ver have been attempted by regular 
Forces, and have brought upon the 
Iberians more Terror and Diftrefs than 
could have been produced by a power- 
ful Army, however carefully difcipli- 
ned, or however skilfully commanded. 
It was therefore, Sir, his firft Care 
to fecure his darling /berians from the 
pernicious Defigns of private Adven- 
turers ; he knew not but fome of Ezila’s 
Heroes might unfortunately revive, 
and terrify with an unexpected Inva- 
fion the remoteft Corners of the Jbe- 
rian Colonies, or appear b:fore their 
Ports with his nimble Sloops, and bid 
Defiance to their Navies and theirGar- 
rifons. When therefore a Bill was in- 
troduced into this Houle, by which 
F Encouragement was given to the Sub- 
jets of this Kingdom to fit out Priva- 
teers, and by which thofe who fhould 
conquer any of the Colonies of the Jhe- 
rians, were confirm’d in the Poffeffion 
of them for ever, it cannot be forgot- 
ten with what Zeal he oppofed, and 


© with what Steadinefs he rejected it, 


tho’ it is not pofhible to afign any Dif 
advantage which could have been pro- 
duced by pafiing it, and the utmof 
that could b: urged againft it was, that 
it was unneceflary and uielefs. 

Having thus difcouraged that Me- 
thod of War which was moil to be 
dreaded by our Enemies, and left 
them little to fear but from National 

Forces 























Forces and publick Preparations, his 
next Care was to fecure them from any 
deftru&tive Blow, by giving them Time 
to equip their Fleets, cole their 
Forces, repair their Fortifications, gar- 
tifon their ‘T’owns, and regulate their 
Trade; for this Purpofe he delay’d, 
as long as it was poflible, the Difpatch 
of our Navies, embarfafled our Levies 
of Sailors by the Violence of Imprefies, 
Violence ‘which proper Encourage- 


ment and Regulations might have B 


made unneceffary, and fuffered the 
Privateers of the Enemy, to plunder 
our Merchants without Controul, under 


| Pretence that Ships of War could not 


be ftationed, nor Convoys provided 
for their Prote€tion. 


At length feveral Fleets were fitted © 


out, Venron was fent to Columbia, and 
Hockadd into the Middle Sea, with 
what Confequences it is well known, 
nor fttould I mention them at this 
Time, had I not been awaken’d to 
the Remembrance of them by a Pro- 
polal of Thanks for the Conduct of the 
War. 

The Behaviour of the two Admira!s 
was very different; tho’ it has not yet 
appeared but that their Orders were 
the fame. - Venron with fix Ships de- 
firoy’d thofe Fortifications, before E 
which -Hozeri’s formerly perifh’d, in 
Obedience to the Commands of our 
Miniftry. How this Succefs was re- 
ceived by the Minifter and his Adhe- 
tents, how much they were offended 
at the Exukations of the Populace, 
how evidently they appeared to confi- 
der it as a Breach of theit Scheme. 
and a Deviation from their Directions, 
the whole Nation can relate. 

Nor is it ro be forgotten, Sir, how 
invidioufly the Minifter himflf endea- 
vourd to -extenuate the Honour ofc 
that A€tion, ‘by attempting to procure 
inthe Addrefs which was on that Oc. 
cafion prefénted to his Majefty, a Sup- 
preflion of the Number of the Ships 
with which he performed it. 

In the*mean fime, Sir, the Nation 


expeéted A'ccodnts of tlie fame Kind 0 


from the Middle Sea, where Hoctadd 
was flationed with a very confiderable 


Force ; but irftcad of Relat.ons of 
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Ports bombarded, and Towns plander- 
ed, of Navies deftroyed, and Villages 
laid in Afhes, we were daily informed 
of the Loffes of our Merchants whofe 


a Ships were taken almoft within fight 


of our Squadrons. , 

We had indeed once the Satisfaction 
of hearing that the Fleet of Jberia 
was confined in the Port of Cazid, un- 
provided with Provifions, and it was 
rafhly reported that Means wonld either 
be found of deftroying them.in the 
Harbour, or that they would be fhut 
up in that unfruitfal Part of the Coun- 
try, till they fhould be obliged to dif- 
band their Crews. 

We therefore, Sir, bore with Pati- 
ence the daily Havock of our Trade 
in Expectation of the entire Deftructi- 
on of the royal Navy of Jdcria, which 
would reduce them to defpair of Re- 
fiftance, and compel them to implore 
Peace. But while we were flattering, 
ourfelves with thofe pleafing Dreams, 
we were wakened on a Sudden with 
an aftonifhing Account that the Iberi- 
ans had left Cazid and without any 
Interruption from the Lilliputians, 
were taking in Provifions at Fer/or. 

This Ditappointment of our Expec- 
tations did indeed difcourace us, but 
not deprive us of Hope, we knew thag 
the moft politic are fometimes deceived 
and that the moit Vigilant may fome- 
times relax their Attention; we did 
not expeé& in aur Commanders any 
Exemption from human Errors, and 
required only that they fhould endea- 
vour to repair their Failures, and cor- 
rect their Mifiakes; and therefore 
waited without Clamour, in Expefta- 
tion that what was omitted at Cazxid 
would be performed at Fer/or. 

But'no fooner, Sir, had the Jderiang 
ftored their Fleet, than we were fur- 
prifed with a Revojution of Affairs, 
yet more wonderful. Hockadd inflead 
of remaining before Fer/or, was drawn 
of by fome chimerical Alarm to pro- 
tet Minxocra, and the Jécriazs in the

We faw, ‘another of the fame Family, 
who hath been gluited. with publick"Mo- 
ney, about the ae Time fending, to a 
poor Province in Américas to beg an Alms 
of about fourfcore Pounds, this was. his 
Way of contributing towards the Expences 
of the War. 

In fine, if a Fund fhould be wanting 
for carrying on the War, there is a very 
good one in the Pockets of the Placemen, 
they are overcharg’d with publick Monty, 
and fince they are not honeft enough to 
make an Offer themfelves of rélieving 
their Country, it is to be hoped, that 
thofe who havea Power of obliging them 
to it, will make them bear the Burthen.— 
If there are, as it is reported, Debts upon 
the Civil Lift, fure a Bill will be brought 
in to fubjeé&t the monftrous overgrown 
Eftate of him by whofe Robberies upon 
the Civil Lift they were occation’d, tothe 
Payment of them.

afraid of being made ridiculous than run 
thro’ the Body, and many have been

ane feafonable and humourous Reproof. 
Men, who are foolifh and vain at the 
fame Time, are the juit and natural Od- 
jeQis of Wic and Satire, and ‘tis bur 2 
_ friendly Severity to expofe them: In 
fhort, a prudent Man may make his Wic 
a Shield to defend himfeif, as well asa 
Weapon co punith others,

But thére is an huimble Ignorance, a ~ 


_ modeft Weaknefs that cught to be {par’d, 
becaufe ignorant and weak by Nature, 
and yee tenderly fenfible of Reproach ; 
*tis cruel to attack fuch as thefe; unhap- 
py already in the Confcioufnels of their 
own Defeéts, and *tis fighting with the 


Lame and fick to be fevere on them: AH 


Cowatdice that the Braye fhould be 
afham’d of, and the Humane oppofe. 
Among_ intimate Friends decent and 


fprightly Raillery may be of fingular Ad- 


hatéd ; and, like Gold in its greateft’ Puri. 
ty, ftands in Need of’ Alloy’: Youth af. 
es it, Folly dreads it, Age: defpifes ir, 
and Dulnefs abhors it : In fome ’tis a rich 
Odour, in others a dead!y Poifon; he tha 
has the moft of ir, is not without Error, 
nor he that has the leaft, without fome. 
thing to deferve Praife. 

Some Authors, more in’Love with De- 
ficacy than Truth, have ‘endeavoured ‘to 
fhew, that Wit, and the Ufe of it are 
owing to a double Catfe: The Defire to 
pleafe ‘others, and to’ recommend ‘our. 
felves: But, according to my Opinion, 
they are not to be feparated; for, I be. 
li¢ve, Wt -was never yet made manifeft 
without both; for noone yet us'd it 
without the View of diverting, .nor ever 
faw the Effect take Place without a fecret 
Compliment co himfeif. 

Tis impoffible for any Man to excel 
without being confcious of it, and that 


‘Confcioufnefs will produce Vanity let us 


difguife it how we pleafe: All that isin 
our Power is to confine it within our- 


felves, and, if we do, neither God or 


Man can condemn us for what offends 
neither. 

The Vanity, indeed, that breaks out in 
a Man’s Words and Behaviour, is fot to 
be collerated or forgiven; fiich Self come 
pliments are an Infult'to every Body be 
tide, and’ we can ill bear to fee Offences 
of that Kind, without punifhing them 
with the Contempt they, deferve. 

A Man therefore" cannot 'pleafe others 
withare ‘being’ pléas’d’ with himflf, and 
that fecret Pleafrre is focret, Vanity: Ne- 
vérthelef, this Vanity is not @ Fault, be 
caufe neceflary, nor to ‘be’reproved, be- 
caufe an Injury to no Man, ‘ 

He therefore who labour’d to make pe 

ile 
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Hiftintion was afraid to be thonght vain, 
and confulted his ows Repura: ion only 
when he preténded co fearch for Tiath: 
Confequently ’::3 apparent his Vanity was 
the Source of his Argument, and when 
he reafon’d malt againft Vanity in others, 4 
he paid the grcareft Compliment to his 
own. 

Upon thé whole, Vanity is infeparable 
from the Heart of Man; where there is 
Excellency ic may be endur’d, and, where 
there is none, it may be cenfiur’d, but can 
never be remov’d.

™ HERE are a Sort of very inge- 
nious Gentiemen, who take upon 
themfelves to be critical Expofirors, 
or Commentators on the Works of dead 
Authors, and to make them mean what 
éver they fancy they fhould mean. ‘Two 
very wife and witty Writers, Rablais anc 
Cervantes, have been often thus treatd, 
the Works of the firft of chefe, they af- 
fure us, are a Satire om the Church and D 
Clergy of Rome, and that che Character 
of Fear Sohn of the Funnels is plainly le- 
vell’d at the Luxury and fdlenefs of the 
Priefts ; Garagantua (they fay) who {wal- 
lows every Thing whole, means aé plain- 
y a rapacious Minifler, and the hard Iron 
ig thrown down that Monfter’s Throat, 
and fill’d with compleat Engineers, fur- E 
nifhed with Lanthorn and Candle, 
and all neceffary Implements for cléan- 
fing a Place grown foul with Corruption, 
were apparently intended to mean a Come 
mittee of Enquiry ; and when that famous 
Giant, by revulfing his Breath, and throw- 
ing 2 Damp into his Stomech, found , 
Means to extinguifh the Lights, while 
the aforefaid Engineers were yet in his 
Belly, it metaphoricaily denoted the Lofs 
of an Indenmification Bill: In hore 
whatever Crotchets or Conundrums take 
Poffefion of the Brains of thefe Commene 
tators, rhey pafs them by Way of Expiana- 
tion on whatever Writer they read. But 
fome of thefe ParavhrafticalMeaning bunt. 
es have gone much farther with tie ini- 
mitable Works of the Author of Dou Quix 
ste: They have found out that che Don, 
is the Pope, Dulcines del Tobofe, the 
Church, and honeft Sancho-Pancha, the 
Laiety, that when the Kwight. Errant 
encounters Giants, gives Battle to Wind- H 
mills, overthrows a numerous Army of 
Sheep, and performs all his other extra- 
odinary and heroisk A@ions in Honour 
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of his Dutcimea, they take all this td 
mean Matters of Faith enjoined by the 
Church ; thet when his trufty Squire is 
ordered co laf himfelf to difenchant the 
Lady, the Author naears the Penarce en- 
join’d the People for their Sins, and that 
when cunning Sancho bites the Den, and 
lafhes the Trees inftead of his own Back, 
it is clear that the crafty Penitents fre- 
yee receive Abfolution without per- 
orming the Penance enjoined. What led 
me into this Train of thinking was the 
Confideration in what Manner we politi- 
cal Fournalifts (hall be treated by another 
Age; for as we have been obliged to de. 
liver our Thoughts in Metapbor, Alle- 
gory, and Fable, to fortify againft Law 
Affaults by the Ufe of Initial Letters, 
and fometimes have been reduced to leave 
Chafins for whole Paragraphs, or to fill 
them up only with Afferisks, befides our 
Italick Charafers, which are a Sort of 
Fefcues to give our lefs acute Readérs 
Notice where the Force of the Argument 
or the Wit lies: I fay, when we come 
to be commented on by future Ages, ir 
may be faid, perhaps, we were aila Sort 
of political Don Quixetes, that when 
we combated wel! guarded Minifters; we 
fought wjth Windmills that when we 
oppofed ftanding Armies, it was cto ag 
much Purpofe as if we had combated 2 
Fiock of Sheep; that Liberty wad our 
Dulcinaa, but Property our Delty; yet 
if this fiowld not happen, I am afraid 
a great Deal of our Arguments, our Wir, 
our Humour, and our Satire will be loft, 
or, what will prove as bad, (and that is 
a mortifying ght indeed) we thall 
be looked upon as unmeaning and unin- 
telligible, or perhaps, if any hing at all 
can be made of what we wroté, ic will 

ar only by fevéeral quarreifcme and 
evere Altercations, that there were 
Writers of oppofite Sides at that Time , 
but what they meant, or whom chey af. 
failed, or which Party was viGorious, will 
be left wholly in tae dark. They may 
obferve Liberty is defcribed as a fair 
Vege contended for by both Sides, and 
violated by both alternately ; they may 
pethaps find out that the Perféus, who 
once fkcod the foremoft of thofe: Heroes 
who devored themfe'ves to deliver her 
from Chains and Difhorour, feems at Jaft 
to have given her his Pity inftead of his 
Aid: But thofe whe fhail in cur mote 
durable hiftorical Records perufe an im- 
perfe& Account of tie politicat Tranfac- 
ticns in ovr Days, wiil find chere was 
a wordy War, which lafted many 
Years, between their Anceftors and a 
Minifter, as they deckaréd, more iniqal-

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tous than any that preceded him. They 
will find that at daft he was difplaced 
and:others put imhis Room, and fome of 
thefc too who were look’d upon to be the 
warmett Affertors: of Liberry, ‘they’ wiil 
ftand. amazed when they behold the 
great and neceflary Work of putting an 
End.to a corrupr Dependance not yet 
begun: They will figh to find themfelves 
at that Time, by the Indolence and 
Weaknefs; .by the Fiattery and Cowar- 
dice,' to {ay no’ worfe, of their Forefae 


thers, under arbitrary Power ; they may p 


perhaps curfe their Anceftors who rivets 
ted their Chains, and left them no 
other Inheritance bur Slavery. They 
will then: behold their fair Country, 
once renown’d in Arms, famed for Liber- 
ty and Laws of their own making ra-

highly extoll’d than Magnificences It is 
natural, therefore, to: fuppofe,, that. the 
nuble Receptions, on ali Hands, allow’d 
tothe laft, hath been the Bait to feduce 
fuch Numbers into the firft; and, yer 
there is no more Similitude. between 
them, than between Paint and Beauty. 

The very Effence of the Ridiculous ig 
Affeétation; nor would the Owl and Af 
be treated fo ludicroufly, if, over ther 
natural Dulnefs, they did not wear the 
Mask of Wifdom, As Sancho fagacioufly 
declares, we are all as God made us; and, 
therefore, while we continue as weare 
made, are no Way obnoxious to Blame 
or Laughter, for not being what we were 
never defign’d to be. 

But this, forfooth, we can never fib. 
mit to; every Horfe T d wouid be 
an Apple, and, what is worfe, in Spite 
of all Evidence, infifts on being received 
and treated accordingly. 

Now, th’s is.what even a royal Proe 
clamation cannot bring the World-to al 
lov. CommoneSenfe is not fubjed to 
the Will of Kings, and challenges a Pree 
rogative fuperior to theirs. 

Hence it was that. even a Diadem could 
not cover the Afs-Ears of Midas; and 
every Sycophant who apprceach’d him 
laugh’d in his Sleeve, if not in. his Sovee 
reign’s Face. 

Had his Afinine. Majelty never ftept 
into the Judgment-Sear, and undertook 
to be a Man of Tafte, he had never fallen 
under the Difpleafure of Apollo, or been 
Ear-mark'd for the Ridicule of all Ages. 

I have ever been pleafed with Ovid, 
for having play’d off this pleafant Piece 
of Revenge upon.a King. It hath ferved 
to iiluitrate effectually, that, if Kings are 
Gods in Pawer, they are Men in Judg- 
ment. 

But Power intoxicates, as well as Wine, 
and the Phrenzy it creates, feldom evae 
porates, but in nhe Sleep of Death. 

Thus Alexander himfelf, tho’, perhaps, 
the moft magnanimous. of Men, ridicu- 
iouily enamour’d. with the Character of 
Achiites, fet up the Poet’s Phantom as his 
Model in all Things. Hephe/tion thus bee 


came his Patrocius, and was lodged in Fj 


his Bolom, rather, perhaps, thro’ Affec 
tation, perdon the Gingle, than Affedtion, 
Thus, likew:fe, he piqued himfelf on 
being {wift of Foot; as, alfo on his own 
perfona Valour, and the giving .a Loofe 
to-the moit violent of his Paflions, And, 
laitly, {uch Strength did this vain-gloricus 
Humour. of his acquire, by long Induls 
gence, that, notdacisfy’d with the, $4} 
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Glory he had acquired by his Victories, 
he took Pains to blaft the Reputation of 
both kis Parents, in order to be efteem’d 
the Son of Fupiter. 
In albthefe: Lights, as likewife in his 
weeping for more Worlds to conquer, as 
well as his Ambition. to exceil all Men in 
all Things, even Alexander himielf becomes 
as eminently ridiculous, as, a-part of thefe 
Follies, he was eminently worthy of 
Admiration 

The AffeGtations and Abfurdities’ of 
Alexander were, however, thofe of a 
Her; the Achilles he mimick’d was the B 
Achilles of Homer; the God he was deii- 
rous to be deriv’d from, was the King and 
Father of the reft. Glory was the Deity 
he worfhip’d ; and the Conreft cf Gene- 
rofity between him and Poras bears wit- 
nef:, that he defired-to have a Reputation 


founded on Virtue, as weil as Victory. a 


Even Cefar, the Man of Reafon as weil 
as Enterprize, could nor help being 
zled with the glittering Figure of this 
human’ Phenix; as is evident by his 
burfting into Tears, on recolleG@ing that 
he himfelf was fcarce known ta the 
World, at an Age when Alexander was 
both che Wonder and Mafter of it. Cfar, 
however, did not fuffer his Admiration 
to hurt his Diferetion; and if he emulared 
his Virtues, he carefully avoided his Ex- 
travagancics. 

Charles the 2th of Sweden, likewif:, 
apparently copy’d the military Part of 
Alsxander’s Charater; War became his 
Element, and to difpofe of Kingdoms, 
not poflefs them, what he aim’d at, asthe 
Fruit of his Viétories; but as Cefar 
ftudy’d only the Excellencies of Alexander, 
Charles was enamour’d even with his 
Faults; if Alexander was rafh, Charles 
was Rafhnefs itfelf; which he carried to 
fuch an Extremity, that, while in the r 
Field, fcarce any Thing lefs than a conti- 
nual Series of Miracles could have pre» 
ftrved him from Day to Day. He is nor, 
however, to be upbraided with Aex- 
and:r’s Yebaucheries; and if the Greck 
was continent once, the Swede was fo 
always. Alexander again found Leisure, 
in the midit of a@ Camp, to cultivate the G 
Arts and Sciénces, to. be elegant, to be 
magnificent, {let ic be remembred I do 
not fay, to-be prodigal.or oftentatious) 
whereas’ Charles was fo immers’d in the 
Drudgery of War, that he forgot the Dues 
of Decency, and, ia -his’ Figure, more 
refembied our antient Piffol, as drefs’d H 
for thé Srage, than a great King, and 
mighty Conquéror. The Spartans were 
never {o {prace, as inthe Day of Battle; 
nor can l fee any Neceffiry chat a great

Hero fhould be as great a Sloven. T° 
finifh with this royal Swede; as Alexande” 
had his Hephe/lion, Charles had his Princ® 
of Wirtenbera. A Circumftancé. which 
I mention only to fhew, that Peter the 


A Czar had Authorities of all Sorts, for 


calling him, tho’ fomewhat in Scorn, the 
Alexander of the North. 

From what I have been led to fay of 
this Glory of the Greeks, I cannot forbear 
making a Tranfition to that ele gantCom- 
pliment pay’d to our Henry the sth, by 
Shake/peare; who introduces his gallanc 
Welchman, Fluellyn, drawing a Parallel of 
a quite new Kind, between him and 
Alexander, which he thus ‘makes out. 
“ That as Alexanter, in his Rages, ant 
‘* his Furies, ant his Cholers, ant his 
“ Tntignations, ant alfo beioga little ine 
toxicate in his Praines, tit, in his Ales, 
ant his Ancres, look you, kill his Frient 
© Clytus'; {fo alfo, Harry Monmouth, be- 
“ ing in his right Wits, and his .goor 
 Jutgments, turn’s away the fat Knight.” 

A Hist which, perhaps, from’a fimilar 
Circumftance, our Laureat may improve 
into a dexterous Comparifon between 
G— of H—, and the faid Harry of

We have hitherto touch’d only on the 
Fopperies or Affeétations of Heroes ; we 
mutt now defcend to thofe cf Kings. In 
the Front of whom ftands Xerxes, who, 
by his mighty Preparations, feem’d rather 
refolved to fwallow Greece than conquer 
it. Al] that he fays‘on that Occafion ts in 
the tumid Stile, and all that he ddes ex- 
travagant, We fee bim furrounded with 
Millions, joining Europe and: Afa with a 
Bridge, fcourging the Ocean, for fhaking 
off his Yuke; and, after ail ‘this -wone- 
drous military Parade, glad to make his 
Efcape from a Handful of Enemies ‘in a 
fingle Skiff. 

The Dazifh KNuT 5, once a Tyrant 
of Britain, we are told, was {0 puff’d 
up with royal Vanity, as to entertain a 
Nitior, that with his mighty Mandete 
he cculd controul the Tides. ‘But if he 
was ridiculous enough to try the Experi- 
ment, he had, likewife, Senfe enough 
to make a proper Ufe of it, and to exerr 
his Power ina’Way more confonant to 
Reafon ever after. 

The Expedition of Caligula to the Sea- 
Side, the Pomp. and Splendor it was fet 
out with, the Insercourfe berween him 
and his flavifh Senate, in the Interval, 
his obliging his Legions to garnifh their 
Arms with Cockle-Sheils, and his cal- 
jing them: the ‘Spoils of the Ocean, are 
Circumttances fo thoromghly ridiculous, 
that the plaineft Narration anfwers the 
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End of Burlefqne, and the very Hifforian 
beconies a Satirift. 

Our own Edward the ath having raifed 
a yalt Sum of Money of his Pedple, paf- 
fed over to Calais with a mighty Army, 
and with almoft ‘all the Nobility and 
Gentty of the Kingdém in his Train, to 
affit the Dake of Burgundy, and Count 
de St Pazl. in making War upon Fraii¢c ; 
bur all endéd ira pot ous Interview of 
thé two Kings, and a Tréaty of Subfidy, 
by which the King and his Courtiers 

oc fnuch, and the People, as ufual, no- 
thing ar all. 

Henry the 8th was ancther of thefe roy- 

al Magni fico’s, who carried the gay Lum- 
ber of hig Court into the Field; and who 
glory’d more in giving Pay to an Em- 
eror, (Maximilian) that in gaining a 
i&tory. Witnefs, befidé the incredible 
Sums wafted in that oftencatioug Tnter- 
view between him and Fraacis, in the 
Neighbourhood of Guifmis and Ardres, 
the Tiles and Tournaments, the Feftiva's 
Masks, Riotings, and all the other Vari- 
ety of Ways and Means to confourid Mo- 
ney, then exhatfted to flatter the gaudy 
Difpofition of the King, and which pro- 
duced fid Ofe good Confequeénce, either 
to him or his Subjeés. : 

It is, indéed, obfervable, that all Pro. 
ceedings of this taudry Nature refem- 
ble Caligula’s Cockte-Shelt Triumph , 
they ate to be eftéem’d foyal Ropperies, 
and anfwer no méré in Politics; rhan Re- 
views, aS to the actual Bufinefi of a 
Campaign. The Movntain in Laboor 
will fervé a8 a codmfition Emblem for 
them all. : ' 

He who is ford ofa BFearher on the 
Outfide of his Head, will have very 
little {lid within ; and* Edward the 2d, 
and Henry the sth, who made, by far, 
the ereateft Figure of any of our Kings, 
in theit Atrempts on France, have {carce 
furnifhed the Hiftorian with ‘a fingle Pa- 
tagraph, concerning the Splendour of 
their Equipages, which fetves to no o- 
sher End, chan, a8 Gyder- Phillips exprel- 
fe3 it; to 
Dazzle the Crowd, and fet them alla-cape. 

The forming Confederacies, and f ht. 
ing Battles are very\ferious Things; the 
yery ‘Foundations of a Kingdom are af. 
fected by them; and when our wholé 
remainirg Stock may, be neceflary to ren- 
der all fate below, it doth nor feem over 
wife’ to lavith wait Sums inufelets, per- 
baps ridiculous Ofmaments above.

The General came on 
board of us, and mad: a handfome Speech, 
encouraging us to itand by our Liberties and 
Country ; for his Part he was refolved to 
itand it out, and would not yield one Inch 
to them, tho’ they appear’d {fo formidable. 
He was convinced they were much fuperior 
in Number, but then he was {ure his Men 
were much better, and did not doubt (with 
the Favour of God) but he would get the 
Advantagz.. We having but 10 Seamen un 
board, the General fent us 100 Soidiers, and 
being well provided with warlike Stores, 
were ready for twice the Number of Spani- 
ards. There were feveral Veflels in the 
Harbour, which we (as Commodore) placed 
in the following Order, wiz. the Succef;, 
Capt Thompson, of 20 Guns and 110 Men, 
with Springs upon our Cable ; the General’s 
Schooner, of 14. Guns, and 80 Men, on 
our Larboard Bow ditto; the S¢ Philip 
Sloop, of 14 Guns, and so Men, on our 
Larboard Quarter ditto; 2 York Sloops clote 
in Shore, with one Man on board cach, in 
cafe of being overpower’d to fink or run 
them on Shore. fly 5, the Spanifh Vet- 
fels ftood in: They fent two Guarter-Gal- 
leys carrying 9 Pounders, and one Hali- 
Galley with two 18 Pounders mher Bow, 
to begin the Attack, which were warmly 
received by the Fort, who exchang’d feve- 
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ral Shot with them. The Wind and Tide 
beth ferving, they foon came up with us 
and fired upon us, which we return’d: 
They attempted to come up under our Stern,

and a Pacquet found upoa him di- 
reéted to Marfhal Mail/ebois, which was 
fent to Vienna, and the Lady and her 
Lackey beth detained, As the French 
ufed daily t» poft themfeives with four 
Ficid Pieces before the Gate. of Szroffor, 
to ennoy the Asfrian Workmen; 200 
Lycanians, animated by the Promife of 
too Ducts, fecretly threw themfe'ves 
between the French and the Wa!ls, and 
in the Evening, when they were retiring 
into the City, the Lycanians fell upon 
them, killed abcut forty, and took feve- 
‘tal Prifoners, together. with the four 
Field Pieces. Prince Charles on Account 
of their Bravery, ordered them 2co Due 
cats. It is faid that the Befieged killed 
30 Harfes a Day, half a. Pound of the 
Fieth was allow’d to each Man ; a Pound 
was fold in the Market at three Pence 
Haif penny ; a Pound of Butter coft 3 s. 
and an old Hen 6s. Bread was extremes 
ly fCarce, and {mall Beer at 6 d.a Quart. 

At another Conference between Co 
uighgg and Belli fiz, the latter cfiered 
that the French Troops fhou!d evacuate 
Prague without Arms, provided they, 
were allowed co take them up again in 
Bavarig ; but the other infiited thet they 
fhould evacuate at once both Egra and 
Prague, retire immediately. into France, 
and not ferve againit her. Hungarian Ma- 
jelty for swo Years ; on thefe Terms the 
categorical Anfwer ct the Court of France 
was expedcied. 

Mean Time as Masthal Maillebois is 
advancing, Prince Charics, by an Order 
ef Council from Vienna, marched on the 
3d Inftanc with the greatef Part o’ his 
Forces, trom before Prague to.the Upper 

alatinate, intending to join Count Khe- 
venhuller, to give the Freich Battle, and 
abfaluteiy prevent their entering Bohemia, 
He lefe General Fefititz ta block up 
Prague with 16,000 Men, and alj che In- 
habitants of the Villages two. German 
Leagues round weie ordered to retire 
with their Effects, to prevent the Garris 
fon from receiving any Supplies. Some 
compute that when the Fresch under 
Maillebois have join’d their Coparrymen 
Under Count Maurice of Saxe, and the 
Bavarians under Counc Seckcudorf, they 
will amount to 50,000 ; but tae Armies 
under Pr. Charles, Pr. Lilokfwi:z, Count 
Khevenhailer, and Mentzei’s Diagoons are 
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at leat 79,000. - They add, that M. Adcth 
lebois’s Army is in a miferable Condition, 
dimwifh'd by Sicknefs and Defertion, 
and harraf.’d with the Fatigue of fo te- 
dious a March. To increafe their Mif- 


A fortunes, the Aufrians have burnt the

Magazines ereéted for them in the Tere 
ritory of Nyrembarg, and ravagrd the 
Country to deprive them, of Subfiftence. 

Baron Trenck, with about 1000 Paite 

dours and Croatians, arrived on the 27th 

alt before Chamb, a confiderable Town 
in the Upper Palatinate. The Garrifon 
confiited of abour 540 Men, who refufed 
to Surrender. The Baron retiring heard 
Mufick and great Rejotcing on the Walls, 
but wheeling about on the 29th,vigoroufly 
attack’d the Towr, and obferving fome 
Honfes that had taken Fire, he ordered 
his Cannon to be pointed that way, by 
which means they were.allowed to {pread, 
and the Inhab.tarts being unable to defend 
themfelves in fo deplorable a Situation, 
were forced toopen their Gates. The Pane 
dours and Croatians, in their Rage, put 
all they met tothe Sword, and 200 of 
the Garrifon were kiil’d, the reft were 
made Prifoners of War, tho’ Trenck could 
fcarcely be perfuaded to give them Quar- 
ter, as they were Pait of the Garrifon 
which furrendered at Lintzs they have 
fince petition’d Count Kbevenhuller to be 
taken into her Hungarian Majelty’s Sere 
vice, which has been granted.
